About Three Years ſince, this Perſon was. 
ſuddenly and ſtrangely taken with Fits or Sick. 
neſs of an extraordinary kind : Her fleſh was 
often torn up together as if it had been done 
with Hooks, her Body ſwelled likea Bladder, 
puft up with wind ready to. burſt ;- her Limbs 
diſtorted into ſeveral unnatural figures, ſome- 
* times ſhe would be flung down on the Floor 

with great violence, and ſametimes for many 
days could neither cat nor drink ; but her onl 
ſuſtenance was Water and Chalk. Several Phy. 
ficians were ſent to and adviſed; with, but could 
not tell ta what Diſcaſeto aſcribe ſo many diffe- 
rent and unuſual-Symptoms:;: The party was of 
a fanguine Complexion-and naturally pleaſant, 
fothat it could not be the effefts of Melancho- 
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'y; ſhe had many years been married, and 
her Diſtemper did not appear in any kind Jike 
Hiſterjcal Paſſhons, or Firs of the Mother : 
However the Doftors preſcribed her Phyfick 
borh Cathartick and Emetick, bur none would 
work; Nay, when they doubled rheir Doſes 
'of the moſt powerful Chywical Preparations, 
they made no alteration in her Body; ſo thar at 
faſt chey concluded her. under an 1jIl Tongue, 
or (as we commonly expreſs it) bewitche. 


During the Three Yearstime that this poor 
Woman comtinued in this Jamentable conditi- 
.on,ſhe was viſited by divers;and ſeveral things 
were applied unto her; and, as 'tis uſual in the 
[Tooth-ach, 'every one hath a particular Medi. 
cine, ſoin that concourſe of people there conld 
'not but be many adviſers, fome tothis thing, 
and ſometoanother, but none that did her any 
good ; till her Brother-1h-Eaw, at whoſe Houſe 
he lay, being ſatisfied that her Affliction pro- 
ceded from the malice of the Devil's Inftru- 
-ments, on 7hurſday laſt being the 1 3 of this 
«Inſtant June 1678. and'fitting by a good Fire 
.al] alone inthe Womans Chamter, he phanſied 
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the. Evi] Spirit to be got into.a Stone-Botrle 
that hung over the Fire; and aitc; your three 
hours obſervation, heard withiu: it {uh 2 hor- 
rid noiſe and roaring, as if a thouiand Bulls 
had bellowed all at once : This h1.tco7 : ound 
ſomewhat daunted our Champion ; toi a Man 
may be very ſtout and yet be worſted by the 
Devil ; and therefore he prudently thought fit 
bo retreat, but before he was got. far, that part 
of the Room was filled with Smoak, the Fire all 
ſpread abroad, and another kind of noiſe is 
heard, like a Clap of Thunder, or the report 
of a Cannon: And now the dreadful Batte] 
begun, for preſently ſomething invilible, with 


a furious ſtroke, hir the Man on the Head, and _ 
thereby almoſt beat him down to the Ground ; 


with the violence of which he was;for ſome ſpace 
of time inſenfible; but.cecovering a little, tele 
aterrible pain all on that ſide of his Head, - as 
if ichad been ſtuck fill of Awls or Needles ; 
and thereupon that part of the Room where the 
Man was, was filled with ſo thick;a Smoak, that 
ſeveral reople who came upoutot alowerRoom, 
upon hearinz ofche noiſe,couldnot.{o-much- as 


ſeeche'Man that was ſtruck, .though'i was clear © | 
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in all the reſt of the Room : And now the Evil 
Spirit, with a dreadful noiſe, was departed:up 
the Chimney, carrying away the Pot-hangers 
and Bottle with him ; but the Bottle came 
down again, ſtill roaring and caſting a diſmal 
craft of Smoak, but not in any part broken. 
But now 'tis time that we inquire the ſucceſs of 
this incounter.
